Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  sixteenth  Annual  Report  for  the 
year,  1939.  The  delay  has  been  caused  by  the  late  distribution  of  vital 
statistics  from  the  Registrar-General. 

The  report  has  been  prepared  and  arranged  to  include  the  information 
and  statistics  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Minister  of  Health 
(Circular  1961,  February  16th,  1940)  and  by  order  of  the  Sanitary  Officers 
Order,  1926  (Article  14/3)  and  the  Sanitary  Officers  (Outside  London) 
Regulations,  1935. 

The  Minister  has  suggested  that  during  the  period  of  the  war  reports 
might  without  disadvantage  be  materially  shortened,  therefore  many  items 
which  usually  appear  in  my  annual  report  are  omitted  or  abridged,  and 
reference  to  these  should  be  made  to  the  report  for  1938. 

The  year  has  been  a  satisfactory  one  from  a  health  point  of  view,  in 
spite  of  the  increased  population  due  to  evacuee  children,  the  transference 
of  large  establishments  from  London,  and  the  extension  of  works  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  Overton  and  Whitchurch. 

The  general  work  in  this  Department  (like  all  others)  has  much  increased, 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors  being  also  concerned  with  A.R.P.,  extensions  of 
water  and  sewerage,  and  work  due  to  the  additional  responsibilities  delegated 
to  Local  Authorities. 

In  presenting  my  last  annual  Report  I  have  to  express  my  great 
appreciation  of  the  interest  shown  by  all  members  of  the  Council  and  I  am 
indebted  to  both  Sanitary  Inspectors  for  their  co-operation  and  helpful 
assistance  ever  since  they  joined  the  staff  of  the  Council.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  general  conditions  throughout  the  District  remain  much  the  same 
as  described  in  former  years,  but  owing  to  the  war  commencing  in  September, 
1939,  the  extension  of  Paper  Mills  and  addition  of  Printing  Works  caused  a 
great  influx  of  work  people  which  has  led  to  some  local  overcrowding.  Also 
the  evacuation  of  children  and  the  transference  of  a  large  establishment 
from  London  has  much  increased  the  temporary  population  of  the  area. 
Every  house  in  the  neighbourhood  of  these  has  been  fully  occupied,  in 
addition  to  many  temporary  buildings  and  camps. 

There  is  practically  no  unemployment  and  there  are  no  conditions 
prejudicial  to  the  health  in  the  area.

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Ashmansworth  : 

A  scheme  was  prepared  for  extension  of  this  supply  to  East  Woodhay, 
and  a  Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry  was  held  in  1939.  In  view  of  the  breakdown 
in  the  pumping  machinery  during  1938  with  subsequent  unsatisfactory 
reports  of  analyses  a  special  examination  of  the  works  and  environment 
was  carried  out  by  Dr.  E.  V.  Suckling.  The  samples  taken  on  June  9th 
and  June  22nd  by  him  were  reported  as  entirely  satisfactory. 

Hannington  : 

In  1938  a  shortage  of  supply  was  experienced  and  later  on  a  breakdown 
in  the  shaft  occurred.  The  bore  was  deepened  in  April,  1939,  and  another 
breakdown  in  the  pumps  occurred  in  June.  The  Council  has  considered 
various  proposals  in  other  directions,  viz.,  extensions  from  the  supplies 
at  Kingsclere  and  North  Oakley,  but  at  the  present  time  a  new  bore  in  the 
village  is  under  construction  with  a  view  to  obtaining  a  fresh  source  of  supply 
for  this  village. 

Kingsclere  : 

The  consideration  of  a  scheme  for  extensions  to  Ashford  Hill,  Baughurst, 
Tadley  and  Wolverton,  has  been  under  discussion  for  some  time,  and  the 
Consulting  Engineer  and  the  Waterworks  Engineer  had  prepared  a  very 
comprehensive  scheme  which  had  the  approval  of  the  Council  and  was 
submitted  to  the  Ministry.  But  on  account  of  the  outbreak  of  war  all  new 
works  had  to  be  postponed. 

Fifty  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  wells  situate  on  the  route  of 
the  proposed  water  main  extensions  and  submitted  to  analysis.  The  reports 
showed  that  28  were  polluted  and  three  unsatisfactory.  In  ten  only  of  these 
samples,  was  the  water  entirely  free  from  the  presence  of  the  Bacillus  Coli.

GENERAL. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  other  parts  of  the  area,  the  water  supplies 
have  been  fully  dealt  with  in  previous  annual  reports. 

Water  samples  are  taken  on  complaints  of  taste  or  discolouration,  all 
newly-constructed  wells,  and  where  inspection  appears  that  the  water  is 
liable  to  contamination. 

The  total  number  of  water  samples  sent  to  the  County  Council  Laboratory, 
Winchester,  during  1939,  was  103.  Of  these  57  were  reported  as  satis¬ 
factory  for  drinking  and  domestic  use,  the  remaining  46  were  polluted  and 
unfit. 


RAINFALL. 

Mr.  W  A  Turner,  Black  Ford,  Highclere,  recorded  the  total  rainfall 
for  1939  as  38.32  inches.  Rain  fell  on  183  days.  Corresponding  figures 
for  1938  were  27.82  inches  and  169  days. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 


There  was  no  change  in  sewage  disposal  systems  in  Kingsclere,  Overton 
and  Whitchurch. 

The  scheme  for  enlarging  and  improving  the  present  works  in  Kings¬ 
clere  had  received  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  but  the  work 
has  had  to  be  postponed  on  account  of  war. 

A  comprehensive  scheme  for  the  construction  of  sewer  mains  and  a 
pump  at  Laverstoke  and  Freefolk  to  be  connected  with  the  sewerage  disposal 
works  at  Overton  was  fully  considered  and  approved  by  the  Council.  An 
Inquiry  was  held  by  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  Inspector  on  March  3rd,  1939. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  collection  of  household  refuse  and  refuse  disposal  has  been  satis¬ 
factory. 

An  average  of  2,902  bins  are  emptied  weekly,  and  a  total  of  4,180  tons 
of  refuse  was  disposed  of  during  1939.

The  structure  of  most  of  these  slaughter-houses  does  not  permit  of 
entirely  satisfactory  conditions  and  there  are  several  complaints  ofthe 
irregular  removal  of  waste  matters  from  the  premises,  but  the  new  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1938,  which  came  into  force  on  October  1st,  1939,  gives  this 
Council  far  more  powers  as  regards  supervision  since  all  Slaughter-houses 
have  to  be  licensed  periodically  and  to  conform  to  the  provisions  of  the 
new  Act,  especially  as  to  the  suitability  of  the  premises.  There  are  no 
Bye-laws  in  force,  but  under  Section  58  (1)  the  Local  Authority  may  make 
Bye-laws.

There  were  no  complications  nor  deaths  during  1939.  As  the  hospital¬ 
isation  of  Scarlet  Fever  patients  fails  to  lessen  the  incidence  of  the  disease, 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  generally  recommends  that  when  adequate 
nursing  and  isolation  can  be  carried  out  at  home  this  should  be  done.  Cross¬ 
infection  and  complications  are  far  less  prevalent  in  home  treated  cases  than 
if  admitted  to  Hospital  unless  cubicle  wards  are  provided. 


DIPHTHERIA. 

There  were  two  notified  cases  in  December,  1939,  at  an  Evacuee  School 
(from  London).  These  were  admitted  to  the  Andover  Isolation  Hospital 
with  also  a  “  carrier  ”  (not  notified)  from  the  same  school.  None  of  these 
had  received  immunisation. 
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ARTIFICIAL  IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA. 


The  present  scheme  was  commenced  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
in  August,  1935. 

Three  doses  of  Burroughs,  Wellcome  and  Co’s.  Diphtheria  Prophylactic 
(T.A.F.)  of  1  c.c.  each  are  given  at  intervals  of  three  or  four  weeks,  or  two 
doses  of  A.P.T.  (0.2  c.c.  and  0.4  c.c.)  at  intervals  of  one  month.  This  method 
has  been  proved  by  the  work  of  other  medical  officers  to  render  approximately 
90  per  cent,  negative  in  three  months.  Schick  testing  has  not  been  done 
for  want  of  time  and  expense. 

All  the  injections,  arrangements  and  clerical  work  involved  are  carried 
out  by  the  M.O.H.  personally.

Very  little  propaganda  work  is  done,  parents  are  difficult  to  convince 
of  the  proved  value  of  immunisation  and  unless  an  epidemic  occurs  with  fatal 
results  the  scope  of  this  important  part  of  preventive  medicine  is  very  limited. 

I  would  emphasise  the  fact  that  since  1934  when  treatment  was  offered 
to  parents  for  their  children,  no  child  who  has  been  immunised  in  this  district 
has  died  from  diphtheria.  In  two  cases  only  (one  in  1937  and  1938)  where 
immunised  children  were  notified  as  suffering  from  diphtheria,  the  illness  was 
exceedingly  mild  with  no  complications. 

The  Head  Teachers  of  the  elementary  schools  have  been  very  helpful 
with  arrangements  for  treatment  of  school  children,  and  the  County  Council 
Health  Visitors  with  personal  talks  to  parents  regarding  the  pre-school 
children. 
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MEASLES  AND  WHOOPING  COUGH. 


These  were  made  notifiable  under  the  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough 
Regulations,  1939,  which  came  into  force  in  October.  Medical  Practitioners 
were  informed  of  the  provisions  of  these  Regulations  and  were  provided  with 
books  of  notification  forms. 

Eight  cases  of  measles  and  eleven  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified 
to  the  end  of  the  year. 

With  reference  to  complicated  cases  necessitating  admission  to  Isolation 
Hospital  it  has  been  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
to  admit  them  if  in  his  opinion  there  are  extraordinary  circumstances 
or  urgency.  The  Andover  R.D.  Isolation  Hospital  will  admit  such  cases, 
having  provided  cubicle  wards,  but  the  Basingstoke  Isolation  Hospital  has 
not  these  facilities. 

Two  cases  (including  one  evacuee)  suffering  from  whooping  cough  were 
treated  in  Andover  Isolation  Hospital.

ISOLATION  HOSPITALS. 

The  present  arrangements  for  the  accommodation  of  patients  in  the 
Isolation  Hospitals  belonging  to  the  Borough  of  Basingstoke  and  Andover 
Rural  District  respectively  were  made  under  Section  639  of  the  Local 
Government  Act,  1929,  by  the  scheme  submitted  by  the  Hampshire  County 
Council  and  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Health  in  August,  1934. 

Agreements  were  made  with  the  Basingstoke  Borough  Council  on  April 
1st,  1935,  and  with  the  Andover  Rural  District  Council  on  April  1st,  1936. 
Patients  residing  in  the  parishes  of  Ashmansworth,  EastWoodhay,  Highclere, 
Hurstbourne  Priors,  Laverstoke,  Litchfield,  St.  Mary  Bourne  and  Whitchurch  , 
are  allocated  to  Andover  Isolation  Hospital,  and  the  remainder  of  the  district 
to  Basingstoke  Isolation  Hospital.
